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SCHOOL REPORT 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
Sidney: 


In accordance with the laws of Maine I have the honor 
to submit the report of the condition and progress of the 
schools for the fiscal year ending February 10, 1938. 

This report includes a detailed statement of the receipts 
and expenditures in the several accounts, items of general 
interest, and the budget recommendations for the coming 
year. 

The operation and administration of your schools has on » 
the whole proceeded efficiently and effectively. Regular 
monthly meetings of the School Committee have been held 
and the work conducted in a business like manner. There 
has been no definite change from established customs and 
policies. Improvements have been made from time to time 
to render the organization more effective and of greater 
service and value to the pupils. 

The attendance in most schools has been reasonably good. 
The weather and travel conditions have been favorable and 
the conveyances have been able to operate with very little 
interruption. 

Without doubt the greatest forward step taken during 
the year has been the lengthening of the school year by 
two weeks. This was made possible by an increase in the 
State Equalization Fund and represents no additional cost 
to the town. The pupils of Sidney will now have nearer. 
the same school privileges and opportunities as the pupils 
of neighboring towns. The increase in the school year will 
place Sidney in a much more favorable position to employ 
better trained teachers. : 

The past year has evidenced a shortage of trained and 
experienced teachers with a high turnover over the entire 
state. The greatest number of changes have naturally oc- 
curred in rural schools where the short year and low salaries 
prevail. In some cases it has been next to-impossible to 
obtain desirable teachers. I feel that we have been fortu- 
nate on the whole in the selection of teachers. The work 
in most cases has been of satisfactory standard and the 
teachers have shown much interest in the advancement of 
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their pupils. It is the hope and aim of the school officials 
to secure the best teachers available. 

The enrollment in the schools shows a great variation. 
- The school at West Sidney has been exceptionally large, 
while several other schools have a very small number en- 
rolled. If this trend continues it may be the wisest and 
most economical ,policy to temporarily suspend the small 
schools and provide conveyance for the pupils effected. 

The number of students attending secondary schools is 
gratifyingly large. Practically all of the pupils who com-.: 
plete the elementary course of study are in attendance at 
high school. The amount expended for tuition constitutes 
the largest single item in the school expenditures, and 
shows a substantial increase over last year. 

The equipment and textbooks have been improved as 
much as.funds would permit. A survey of the books in 
use has been made with the aim of providing similar uni- 
form textbooks for all schools. Complete sets of maps have 
been installed in three schools that were lacking in this 
equipment, and Health and Music books have been placed 
in all schools. 

The budget for the coming year has been prepared by the 
School Committee after a careful examination of the school 
accounts and consideration of the needs for the coming 
year. 

The recommendations for general maintenance are the 
same as last year, and represent the actual operating cost. 

The appropriation recommended for the Repairs Ac- 
count contemplates general repairs on some of the buildings 
and sheds which do not meet standards required. Some 
constructive work should be done each year to improve the 
condition of the buildings. 

Thanking all who have contributed in any way to the 
success of the schools, this report is respectfully submitted.

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WARRANT FOR TOWN MEETING, 1938 


To F. G. Creed, Constable of the Town of Sidney, in the 
County of Kennebec, 


Greeting: 


In the name of the State of Maine you are hereby re- 
quired to notify and warn the inhabitants of the town of 
Sidney, qualified by law to vote in town affairs, to assemble 
at the Town Hall in said Town on Monday, the 7th day of 
March A. D. 1938, at ten o’clock in the forenoon, to act on © 
the following articles, to wit: 


Article 1. To choose a Moderator to preside at said 
meeting. , 
Art. 2. To choose a Town Clerk. 


Art. 3. To choose three Selectmen, Assessors and Over-. 
seers of the Poor for the ensuing year.

Board.

To see how much money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for making and repairing high- 
ways and bridges and determine in what manner it shall 
be expended. 


Art. 11. To see what sum the Town will appropriate 
for State Aid Construction (in addition to the amounts 
regularly raised for the care of ways, highways and | 
bridges) under the provisions of Section 19, Chapter 229, 
Public Laws of 1937. , 
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Art. 12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate money and what sum for Patrol Maintenance of 
State and State Aid Highways under the provisions of Sec- 
tions 9 and 18 of Chapter 28 of the Revised Statutes of 
1930. 


Art. 18. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $528.00 for the maintenance of the 
Improved Sections of Third Class Roads or to be used in 
conjunction with the State Apportionment for the construc- 
tion of Third Class Roads, according to the provisions of 
Section 5 of Chapter 175, Public Laws of 1933.

To see if the Town will vote to issue and nego- 
tiate its notes, bonds and scrip for refunding or paying in 
whole or in part any indebtedness thereof which has be- 
come due, and to fix the terms, conditions and manner, on 
which said notes, bonds or scrip shall be issued. 


Art. 24. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to procure a temporary loan or loans in antici- 
pation of taxes for the purpose of paying indebtedness of 
the Town, such loans to be paid during the current muni- 
cipal year by taxes. 


Art. 25. To see if the Town will refund certain of its 
outstanding legal indebtedness with funds to be procured 
by the issue, sale at par, and negotiation of coupon bonds 
of the face value of $12,000.00, said bonds to be issued in 
a series of twelve, each to be of like tenor, except date of 
maturity, and all amounting in the aggregate to $12,000.00; 
said bonds to be numbered from 1 to 12 inclusive and each 
to be of the denomination of $1000.00; one of said bonds 
to be payable on the first day of April in each of the years 
1939 to 1950 inclusive; on each of said bonds interest to be 
payable at the rate of three and one-half (3!/,) per cent 
per annum payable semi-annually on the first day of April 
and the first day of October in each year upon presentation 
and surrender of the annexed coupons as they shall sever- 
ally mature; both principal and interest to be payable at 
the Federal Trust Company, Waterville, Maine, which bank 
shall certify each of said bonds; all said bonds shall be 
signed by the Selectmen and Treasurer, and all coupons 
shall be authenticated by the facsimile signature of the 
Treasurer; said bonds and coupons shall bear date of April 
1, 1938; the printing, legal opinion and certification and 
matters of form and detail not covered by the above shall 
be arranged for and determined by the Selectmen, who 
shall effect the issue, sale and negotiation of the bonds and 
direct the refunding of the legal indebtedness with the pro- 
ceeds.
